A final farewell

Cook County said goodbye Saturday to officer 
Cuauhtemoc Estrada, the sheriff’s investigator 
and Marine Corps veteran who was shot and 
killed Dec. 20 while protecting his daughter 
and her boyfriend from armed robbers. 

In Holy Name Cathedral, Estrada was cele- 
brated as a dedicated officer who cared deeply 
about his family and his community. He died 
serving both, and law enforcement officials 
from all over Cook County and beyond filled 
the pews at the Near North Side church to pay 
their respects. 

“He was just a good, strong person with a lot 
of love for our family,” said Felipe Gallegos, a 
nephew, who gave the eulogy. “He’d give out 
the best helping hand he could give to you.” 

Hundreds of suburban, county, state, Chica- 
go and federal law enforcement officers lined 
the street outside the Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral before the service. The block in front of 
the church remained quiet until a band of bag-

pipes and drums signaled the hearse’s arrival. 
Many passers-by stopped to watch and pho- 
tograph the procession, which also included a 
police color guard. 

The officers and deputies, many wearing 
dress uniforms with black mourning bands 
across their stars, saluted Estrada’s casket as it 
was carried into the church. Inside the church, 
mourners stood as the casket was sprinkled 
with holy water. Cook County Sheriff Tom 
Dart and State’s Attorney Anita Alvarez were 
among those in attendance.

Suicide bomber kills 
at least 16 in Russia 


VOLGOGRAD, Fussia A suicide bomber ser off 
a blast in the entrance hall ofa Russian train 
station Sunday, investigators said, killing at 
least 16 people in the second deadly attack 
within three days as the country prepares to 
host the Winter Olympics. 

Authorities said the attacker detonated 
a shrapnel-filled bomb in front of a metal 
detector just inside the main entrance of the 
station in Volgograd, a busy hub north of the 
violence-plagued North Caucasus region on 
Russia’s southern fringe. 

Islamist militants in the North Caucasus 
have carried out a long string of attacks since 
President Vladimir Putin came to power in 
2000. They now confront him with his biggest 
security challenge, threatening to disrupt the 
Olympics that start in the Black Sea resort of 
Sochi in 40 days. 

Footage shown on TV captured the moment 
af the blast, a3 a massive orange fireball filled 
the hall aot the stately, colonnaddedd station ancl

The station was busier than usual, with 
people traveling home for the Mew Year one 
of the main halitiays in Eaussia.

It could have been Chicago’s dream come true: win- 
ning a division title at the expense of its archrival and 
earning a home playoff game next week. 

Yet the city got its worst nightmare: the Packers cel- 
ebrating yet another huge victory in Chicago, and the 
Bears going home for the winter.

Rodgers released the ball.

A&E reverses ‘Duck Dynasty’ star’s suspension

Cable network A&E said Friday it was bring- 
ing back family patriarch Phil Robertson to 
the hit reality show “Duck Dynasty” after 
fans protested his suspension over anti-gay 
remarks and big-name corporate sponsors 
stuck by the series. 

Robertson’s remarks to GQ magazine and 
his subsequent suspension by A&E sparked 
a nationwide debate over tolerance and reli- 
gion, with conservative politicians and fans 
saying Robertson’s beliefs were consistent 
with the Bible. 

‘As a global media content company, A&E 
Networks’ core values are centered around 
creativity, inclusion and mutual respect,” 
A&E said in a statement released late Friday 
in the midst of the holiday season. 

“We believe it is a privilege for our brands 
to be invited into people’s homes and we op- 
erate with a strong sense of integrity and deep 
commitment to these principles.” 

It was a quick reversal for the network that 
is jointly owned by Walt Disney Co. and pri- 
vately held Hearst Corp, but the move was

not entirely surprising, given the financial 
commitment at stake. The controversy was 
also seen as a test for the entertainment in- 
dustry’s appeal to audiences in the heartland 
of America. 

“Duck Dynasty” ranks among the most- 
watched cable TV programs and averages 
about 8 million viewers per episode. Its fifth 
season is slated to begin Jan. 15. 

“Duck Dynasty” sponsors and retailers sell- 
ing branded merchandise, such as Target and 
Wal-Mart, stuck with the show, although they 
did not pick sides in the public debate. 

Restaurant chain Cracker Barrel notably 


bowed to customer pressure last weekend 
and restocked its Phil Robertson-themed 
merchandise after initially pulling it from 
shelves. 

“Duck Dynasty” merchandise, which 
ranges from sporting goods and apparel to 
camouflage furniture, has brought in some 
$400 million in sales, according to Forbes 
magazine. 

A&E said it would also air a national public 
service campaign “promoting unity, tolerance 
and acceptance among all people” on all its af- 
filiated networks, which include the History 
Channel and Lifetime among others.

Although Robertson never apologized for 
his comments, his family did say they regret- 
ted his “coarse language,” which included 
graphic descriptions of male and female anat- 
omy.
